Two cases of smallpox m Mobile County, Ala. 

Mobile, Ala., May 11, 1896. 

Sib : I have the honor to report the occurrence of another case of 
smallpoxLin this city, in a colored man, who came here from Biloxi on 
May 2 ; took sick May 6, and was discovered by the city health ofiBcer 
on the 10th ; sent to the pesthouse yesterday. This case makes t dis- 
covered in this city, of which 1 has died. One other case was discovered 
in the county, which proved fatal. Thus, for Mobile and Mobile CJounty, 
6 cases (all colored males) — 2 died, 3 recovered, and 1 remains under 
treatment. The train inspection against New Orleans and the west at 
Scranton is kept up. The health ofScer agrees that it is not necessary 
to continue the vaccination of crews of Mobile vessels.
